A GREAT GAME. 


Wall Street Pirates "Save the Country" 


and Feather their Own Wests 


In an article on the "Wall Street 


Rampage" two weeks ago I said: 
"The 
public will not be told right 


away how much valuable stock the 
big Interests bagsed as a result of 
this Wall street hurricane." 
I was 


slightly mistaken—the public was 
told sooner than 1 thought It would 
be. 


During the past week a New York 


dispatch to one of the Chicago dallies 
said: "J. r. Morgan has gathered In 
another great steel company and will 
turn It over to the United States Steel 
Corporation if President Roosevelt 
doesn't put a veto on the merger." 


Tlio steel company to which this 


announcement referred is the Ten- 
nessee Coal Si Iron Company, it has 
been a manufacturer of open hearth 
steel. Jt was a rival of the big United 
States Stuol Corporation. Two months 
ago it is said to have received all the 
orders placed by the Harrlman roads 
for rails needed by them for the years 
11)07 and 
ll«W. 
By reason of such 


fucts as these the high financiers back 
of and In and under the big steel cor- 
poration wanted to get control of the 
Tennessee property and they wanted 
it badly. But It was in the hands of 
a pool which had secured about 75 
per cent, of tho stock, and the pool 
was not disposed to let the stock go, 
not without a big price for it. 


Therefore, some plan must bo de- 


vised for shaking the limb on which 
this tempting Tennessee fruit hung. 
It was devised- Much of the stock- 
was In Now York banks and trust 
companies as security for loans made 
by the pool or Its members. 
Certain 


banks began to discriminate against 
this stock, refusing to loan more than 
W) per cent on its value or to take It 
at all. 
Pressure was also brought to 


bear on trust companies which held 
It. This was bad for the "eight or 
ten rich men" who held this Tennes- 
see stock. They weregettlngsqueexed. 
Then there was an all-day meeting 
on a Saturday with "the captains of 
industry." The public was told that 
this meeting was due to concern over 
the financial crisis and to devise a way 
out. An all-night meeting followed, 
for tho "captains of Industry" are 
very Industrious; there are no eight- 
hour days when big game Is In sight. 


And again the public thought, that 


the big Hnanclerswere sitting up with 
a sick country. 
But they were not— 


they were doing what has frequently 
been done before at night, they were 
after some parties who had the goods 
that they wanted. The parties were 
stubborn and It is said to have taken 
an ultimatum to bring themarround. 
But when day broke and "the sun 
walked over your high eastern hills" 
the "captains of industry" walked 
out with the goods. 
They had $l'o, 


000,000 of the Tennessee Iron & Coal 
Company, so the Now York dispatch- 
es read. 


It was a great pauie. \ The Cubs 


could not have beaten It. Of course 
it made the Hurry In Wall street 
worse, but "captains of Industry" are 
not In Wall St. for their health. And 
inasmuch as they had played the game 
so ilnely that tho public, regarded them 
as friends of the republic, to use the 
language of Cicero, what difference 
did It makeV 


DON'T REDUCE WAGES 


As Senator Hatton Sees It. 


Ex-Senator Itatton, who has been a 


lumber operator all his life writes as 
follows on the labor question of the 
present: 


"It Is unfortunate that many em- 


ployers are taking advantage of the 
present financial disturbance, and are 
reducing, or attempting to reduce 
wages. Wage earners are the last to 
get the benellt of any advance In gen- 
eral conditions, and they should not 
be the Ilrst to submit to reduction. 


"I hope Individuals and labor orga- 


nizations will use all honorable means 
In their power to resist any such ten- 
dency or movement. 


"The question of production has 


practically been solved; that Is, enough 
Is produced to provide liberally for 
every one, but the question of fair 
vision and distribution remains to be 
solved. 


"We hope some practicable profit 


sharing plan applicable to all lines 
may be evolved and adopted. 
This 


will be a step In the right, direction 
toward a more equitable division. 


"As the employer, as a rule, does 


not divide and share with the em- 
ploye any unusual gains, he should 
not ask the employe to bear the un- 
usual losses. 


"The 
employe has a moral and 


equitable Interest In the accumulated 
profits and surplus, after allowing 
reasonable returns for capital, and 
sucli accumulations should be held in 
trust to bridge over times of depres- 
sion and cover unusual losses. 


"It may truthfully be said that the 


wage earner now has more of the 
comforts and luxuries of life than at 
any time in the past, but considera- 
tion must be given to the fact that 
advancing civilization demands more 
of the laboring man each year In the 
care of his family, and to the farther 
fact that great advance has been 
made in Invention and organization, 
resulting in greatly Increased effec- 
tiveness-and productiveness of the 
worker. Shall not the real producer 
have an Increased share In the gener- 
al prosperity of the world? 


"Some say the wage earner has been 


Improvident, which may bo true In 
some cases, but have not some of the 
employers been extravagant and Im- 
provident also? 


"It would be an interesting experi- 


ment for some employers to under- 
take to support a family on the wages 
of the ordinary workman. 
There 


would certainly be no automobiles or 
vacations at the seashore. 
Use the 


surplus, cut olf some of the luxuries 
of the employer, sell the automobile, 
before you reduce wages."

Elllngson, a 
prominent lumberman' and close ob- 
server, has recently traveled exten- 
sively in southern Wisconsin and re- 
ports that he finds results of the work 
of the board.and the car Grassland 
on every hand. People of that sec- 
tion are rapidly coining to a realiza- 
tion of the wonderful resources of the 
northern counties of this state in- 
stead of Alberta anil Saskatchawan 
prairies and are talking now of North- 
ern Wisconsin. The board of Immi- 
gration has already Issued a great 
variety and a large amount of litera- 
ture in English, Norwegian and Ger- 
man and much more is in press or in 
preparation. 


Chapter 458 Laws of 11)05, provides 


that the county boards may appropri- 
ate sums not to exceed $1,000 per year 
to assist In promoting immigration, 
such money to bo expended by an as- 
sociation whose purpose Is, the pro- 
motion of 
Immigration, sucli as 


we already have organized here in 
Oneida county and if all of the north- 
ern counties make these appropria- 
tions and work In conjunction with 
the state board of Immigration which 
gives the matter circulated a better 
standing than It does coming from 
smaller organizations, individuals or 
land companies, much good and more 
far reaching results can be accom- 
plished and it will prove the most 
profitable investment that the coun- 
ties can make. 


It Is hardly necessary to call atten- 


tion to tho benefits which will result 
from increased settlement and de- 
velopment of our northern counties 
and Oneida county In particular. It 
will benefit all classes of tho com- 
munity in the cities as well as In tho 
country, the merchant will profit by 
increased sales of all commodities 
and can expand his business as the 
community develops, and It Is not too 
much to say the farmer will benellt 
most of all classes; more farmers mean 
more cows, which will make cream- 
eries and cheese factories profitable; 
a greater production of stock make 
better markets and higher prices; 
more neighbors mean better roads, 
better schools and moro agreeable 
conditions of social life. 
The tax 


payer profits from development of 
more taxable property through de- 
creased taxes as the taxable property 
increases as is proved by the compari- 
son of our tax rates with those of 
thickly settled sections the latter be- 
ing much lower. 


The movement to organize the

NOTES AS EVIDENCE. 


TESTIMONY ADMITTED 


AFTER VERBAL STORM 


Former Assistant Cashier Identifies 


Note and Furnishes Evidence Not 
Mentioned In Indictments Against 
the Defendant. 


Chicago, Nov. 23.—Tho story of tho 


making 
of "memorandum" 
notes 


which figure prominently In tho trial 
of John R. Walsh for tho alleged mis- 
appropriation of funds of tho defunct 
Chicago National bank, of which ho 
was president, was Interrupted 
Fri- 


day by a legal contest over tho admis- 
sion of ono of tho notes as evidence. 
Tho note over which tho struggle be- 
tween tho attorneys for Walsh 
and 


those for tho prosecution came, was 
ono which purported to have bc^n 
signed by G. W. Clarkson on February 
27, 1004. 
F. W. McLean, who was 


assistant cashier of tho bank at the 
tlmo of suspension, Identified 
this 


note as one of a number which ho 
had prepared nt tho orders of Mr. 
Walsh and had had discounted at tho 
bank. 
Attorney John S. Miller, for 


Walsh, objected to tho admission of 
tho note on tho ground that It was 
not specifically mentioned In any of 
tho counts of tho Indictment against 
tho defendant. 
It was argued by tho 


government that this was not neces- 
sary, as It could bo Introduced under 
count No, 1C of tho Indictment, which 
was of a general nature, alleging that 
tho defendant .paid over to tho Illi- 
nois Southern railway money to which 
It was not entitled. 


Point Raised by Miller. 


Tho arguments of the attorney on 


this point brought this statement from 
Attorney Miller: 


"This count would bo susceptible of 


proof If It was alleged any ono went 
boldly into tho bank and 
obtained 


from tho bank officers money to which 
he' had no right." 


"Do you mean 
by that openly?" 


asked" Judgo Anderson. 


"Openly or secretly." 
"But supposing by a previous ar- 


rangement of a system of 
fictitious 


credits mode with tho bank officers 
ho obtained tho money, would not tho 
count stand?" 


"I do not bollove BO." 
Tho argument continued, various 


legal questions being raised, while 
tho witness waited for the decision of 
tho judge boforo resuming. 


Rules Note In Evidence. 


Judge Anderson, before deciding tho 


question of admitting tho noto as ovl- 
denco asked if it was In -the banks 
ut tho Unto of suspension. 
Mr. Mc- 


Lean was asked if It was. 


"Yes," ho replied. 
Judgo Anderson then ruled In favor 


of tho admission of tho note of Clark- 
son as evidence and It was read to 
the Jury by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Chllds.

Motion to Strike Out. 


Immediately after tho reading of 


tho noto a short recess was taken to 
allow argument upon another 
legal 


point made by tho defense, that of 
striking out of evidence the part, of a 
report, November 9, 1905, made 
by 


John U. Walsh to tho Chicago Clear- 
ing House association, which was In- 
troduced as testimony that stated that 
It was subscribed nnd sworn to by 
John R. Walsh. 


The motion to strike this part of 


tho evidence out was sustained by 
the court.

Sldo by side with tho "long, un- 


broUcii custom handed down to us by 
our forefathers" of setting apart an- 
nually a special day for Thanksgiving 
has also dwelt with us tho idea that 
we must have as nearly as practicable 
tho samo kind of a feast as that en- 
loyed by tho first settlors upon these 
shores. 
From a sentimental 
view- 


point this theory is undoubtedly cor- 
rect, and would really work out beau- 
tifully wore It not for certain changed 
conditions affecting our supply of sea. 
sonnblo provisions. A regulation plan 
of directions for getting up n proper 
Thanksgiving dinner oven this year 
would suggest tho providing of 
oy- 


sters, turkeys, chicken for chicken plo, 
with vegetables, fruits, rich pastries, 
and delicacies In abundance. The Idea 
IB to arrange a composite meal which 
shall comprise as nearly ns may bo 
the various fruits and products of tho 
earth. 
And a good and praiseworthy 


idea it Is, too. If only everybody had 
tho wherewithal to purchase thcso 
fruits; but unfortunately this must bo 
nn oystcrless and a turkoyless Thanks- 
giving for many persons. 
Tlio causes 


contributing to this state of things 
cannot bo discussed here; nor does 
It much matter to tho man who en- 
ters a meat market nnd sees a turkey 
which ho longs to purchase for his 
family, but which he knows ho cannot 
afford, just why tho commodity, with 
many others. Is so far beyond 
his 


means. 
Tho thing Is ho knows it Is 


beyond his means, and therefore ho 
will havo to do without It. 
Ho must 


to some extent give up tho idea of try- 
ing to Imitate that first Thanksgiving 
dinner in tho forest.

feast is but tho outward sign or token 
of that which underlies tho 
whole 


Thanksgiving idea. 
It Is tho feeling 


In tho heart, tho sentiment of gratl- 
tudo for good received, that, after all, 
constitutes tho roai Thanksgiving. 


We nro too apt to forgot Just how 


things were with tho settlors. 
Wo 


tako tho Idea of that great historical 
feast into our minds, nnd we overlook 
the dark shadows that must have been 
In that (Irst Thanksgiving picture, It 
would bo a good thing If wo would try 
to remember tho "llttlo graveyard by 
tho water's edge," nnd make an effort 
to recall what tho record says, that 
not ono household In tho Now Massa- 
chusetts colony but had recently boon 
visited by death or severe and pro- 
tracted Illness.
